A coroner’s jury sitting at an in-, 
■quest on Tuesday afternoon, com¬ 
pletely exonerated Armstrong on tes¬ 
timony of the two boys and evidence 
produced at the hearing.' Coroner G. 
M. Carson called the inquest which 
was conducted by Constable J. Bull of 
Barons. Constable J. L. Wilson of the 
local detachment and Constables F. B. 
Barnes and E. V. Carter of ^ethbridge 
produced photos taken at the scene of 
the accident as well as diagrams, and 
gave evidence that showed that the 
deceased had been walking on the 
wrong side of the road and had stepp¬ 
ed directly into the right front fender 
of the car as the driver was attempt¬ 
ing to go around him. The speed of 
the car did not exceed twenty mMes 
per hour at the time of the actual ac¬ 
cident. Dr. W. W. Almond gave -evi¬ 
dence and stated cause of death. 

“We, the jury, attach no blame to 
the driver of the car. We strongly 
recommend that pedestrians and driv¬ 
ers acquaint themselves more fully 
with traffic regulations.” Such was

Farmers are not likely to strike, at 
least not in this generation, but if 
things do not.improve and if farmers 
do not. get a fair break, as the years 
pass, there is no telling what the nfext 
generation will do to compel an ad¬ 
justment on an equitable basis.
